So far as the OUN has nttatonttp in the village, it is necessary for our 
organization to work out this question suitably. 

If the OUN has acquired prestige among the people as the organization

This faith of our people in the OUN is no 
accident. This faith has been strengthened in the people by the struggle of the 
OUN with the occupation.

Our peasant has: 15 fi var /? _/ of land; (b) a cow or a goat and nothing 
more; (c) a hut, and with the hut, a stable for the cow; (d) no barn and no 
agricultural implements, i.e., wagon or plow or any implement for tilling the 
soil. 

He is the tiller of the soil. He feeds himself and the people of the city. 
He, the tiller of the soil, feeds the whole nation. This goes without saying. 
But he has nothing. To examine this question in detail, then, we must look 
elsewhere. 

Today the land is tilled by tractors and combines. All the tractors, as 
the basis for cultivating the land, are not the property of the peasants, but 
are in the hands of the state.
